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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Farley does not 
disclose forwarding a message and a reverse channel address to a routing server when the message is associated with the at least one of 
a plurality of remote devices and determining, by the routing server, a destination address for the received message based on the reverse 
channel address. The Examiner respectfully disagrees, Farley discloses the data traffic transmitted from the PC 12 towards the server 30 
on the reverse link 50 direction and the data information generated by PC device 12 is based on a TCP/IP protocol (Farley: 0053). Farley 
further discloses the reverse link includes different types of channels and is used to carry payload data from the subscriber unit to the base 
station (Farley: 0056-0058), Farley, in particular, discloses the JACK channel for carrying messages over the reverse channel (Farley: Fig. 
3) which further discloses to have the base station identifies the destination IP address for an L4 ACK message to reconstruct and 
forwards the network message accordingly (Farley: 0094-0098). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually (i.e. Moles is relied on for the teaching of having the routing server 
structure as indicated in the previous office action), one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the 
rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

As to claim 6, Applicant argues that Moles does not disclose determining whether the received message is associated with a remote device 
that is associated with a hosted crypto server or an enterprise crypto server. The Examiner respectfully disagrees, Farley discloses 
determining whether the received message is associated with a remote device (Farley: 0112) and Moles discloses the BTS controller 225 
comprises authentication controller 260 which verifies whether or not a mobile station has been authenticated by comparing the SSD 
information, as such the mobile station is associated with a hosted crypto server (Moles: col. 8, line 59 - col. 9, line 8). 
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
